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LoNDON, June 24.— A most terrible 
caUlBikylWW befallen tb* British bat- 
tlMhip Victoria, flagship <A ths Medi- 
terranean siiuadron, and hundreds of 
lives have been lost. 

The Victoria, which flew the flag of 
Vice Admiral Sir George Tryon, K. C. 
B., was run into ofiE Tripoli by the Brit- 
ish battleship Cainperdown, also belun;,' 
log to the Mediterranean squadron, and 
nnder the command of Captain Charles 
Johnstone. 

The Victoria had an enormous holi 
made in her side through which th> 
water poured in torrents. The Immense 
hull of the Victoria at once began to 
settle, and before those on board of her 
conld cast loose their small boats siu' 
went to the bottom, carrying down 
with her nearly all on board. 

As soon as the officers of the Victoria 
■aw that/ there was danger, of their 
ship fonnderlng orders were given to 
dose the collision bulkheads in order 
tn keep the water in the compartment 
into wliicli the Camperdown had shoved 
her ram. The sailors tried to olx^y thf 
order, but the ship was raakinK water 
too fast to allow of closing tlie bulk- 
heads, and while the men were still 
trying to shnt them the vessel, witi< 
her Immense guns and heavy top 
hamper, tmned over and carried theiu 
down. 

Some of the ofiicer* and crew maTi- 
agetl to get out of the suction cansi-d 
by the sinking vessel and were rescued. 
Among those lost i^ Vke Admiral 
Tryon. 

The flrst reports of the disaster stated 

that aliont 200 men hud been drowned, 
but later difpatches sliow that the los.-; 
of life was lar greater, not less than 
400 of the oHicers and crew of the Vie 
toria having gone down with their ship. 

The Victoria was a twin-screw bat- 
tleship of 10.410 tons and 14,000. horse 
power. She mounted IS guns. 

The Camiwrdo\vn is also a flrst cla«s 
twin-screw battlenhip. She is of lO.G'i ) 
tons and 11,500 horse power and carri. s 
10 guns. 

Admiral Sir Gleorge Tryon was com- 
■ mander-in-chiof of the Mediterranean 
station. He was made a vice admiral 

Aug. 20, 1891. 

Rear Admiral Albert H. Markhnm of 
the Trafalgar, the flagship of rear ad- 
miral in the Mediterranean, telegraphe<; 
to the admiralty from Tripoli, Syria, us 
follows: 

"I regret to report that while ma 
neiivering off Tripoli this afternoon th - 

Victoria and Camperdown collided. 
The Victoria sank in 15 minutes in 1^ 
fathoms of water. She lies bottom 
uppermost. The Caniperdown's ra.ii 
struck the forward of the turret on tie- 
starboard side. . Twenty-one otiici r- 
were drowned. ■ Two hundred andtifiy 
five men were saved. The injury i.. 
the Camperdown has not yet been fuliy 
ascertained, but it is serion^ and will 
necessitttte her going on dock for re- 
pairs. I propose to send the survivors 
to Malta." 

In January of last year the Victoria 
ran aground off the Greek coast, near 
Flatea, and she was only floated off 
after an immcnso amount of labor an. I 
large expense. It was said that th - 
. accident was due t<» carelessness. 

A later dispatch I'mm Beyroot says 
that the collision occurred at 5 o'chn k 
in the afternoon, about seven miles 
from Tripoli. The vessels were almost 
at right angles when the Victoria was 
struck. The nien on the Victnria's 
deck at the moment of the collision, 
scrambled away and were rescued by 
boats from the Camiierdown and 
eeveral other vessels. The men below 
had no time to reach the deck. The 
sudden keeling of the Victoria caused 
h6r to begin to fill immediately, and no 
escape was iwssible. 

It 18 difficult to obtain the names of 
the rescued, and they are iii)o.ird 
several vessels and so far all etlt^rts 
have been made to recovering im lies. 

Shortly after the collision live liudies 
were talcen from the water, nm- of 
them tlie body of the chief paymaster. 
They were buried with military humors 
at Tripoli. The Caperdown was severe- 
ly damaged forward in the collision. 
The temporary repairs will be uiuiie 
and she will start for home. 

It is said here that several times Die 
Victoria has shown signs of weakne.ss 
In her steering jgear. One theory, that 
on account of this weakneas she becante 
wunsnageable and Qonld not get out of 
the Ounperdown's way. 

The New. In Wa.hinnton. 

Washinoton, June 24.— The news of 
the sinking of her majesty's steamship 
Victoria caused a profound sensation at 
the navy department here. No marine 
disaster accompanied by such heavy 
loss of life has been known in this coun- 
try for many years, tha nearest in kind

QmoAdo, fvm M.-->Qb tuday at 
WdSbstm oMnXrjr. iMhrti, 1ft 1867, the 
flvs Hsymarket anarchists wtrs burled 
s monument will be unveiled sad a 
series of incendiary speeches sresgsin 
looked for. 

The i)reparations for (he dedication 
have been on a scale unprecedented in 
anarchist affairs, and noted men from 
America and Europe who profess the 
■radical views of the Chicago groups 
have been invited to speak. Among 
those to whom invitations have been 
sent are Louise Michel and Prince 
Krapotkine. It is believed that 20,000 
people will attend the ceremonies at 
Waldheini. which lies about nine miles 
west of Chiiago. The men who lie 
buried there are Parsons, Spies, Engle. 
Fischer and Lingfir. One of the 
speeches is to delivered by Mrs. Par- 
sons, the widow of the leader of the 
anarehi,-*ts. 

The iiioiiunient, designed bv Albert 
Weinert. is a rectangular plinth of 
granite upon a broad, firm base and 
surrounded by an entabnlnture oriia 
ment at thi^ corners by plain louie 
volutes. I)iri <'U\' in front of the pliiiHi, 
npon a pedestal, is a heroic group in 
bronze, the priiiciitHl liu'ureof wlindi i:- 
A woman in an attitude of defiance. H' r 
head is thrown back in a tearless iiia i 
ner, and the face full of iir»> and det' i- 
mination. Her right arm. with clinch' d 
hand, is crossed npun her breast, and 
with her left hand she is placing' a 
laurel wreath upmi the brow of a peas- 
ant, who lies dead behind lifr. 

Bronze jvilni l-vives are strewn upon 
the base of the nidnument at the ficet of 
the figure, and on the lateral faces <>: 
the jilinth ar<! bmnze medallion p'T- 
traits of the dead anarchists. The in 
scription bears the last w^rds of Au- 
gust Spies. "Our silence Mill be more 
powerful than wiTils cnuld The 
cornenstone of tlie monument was laid 
laat November.

The card is a lengthy one, and tln're 
is every opportunity offered for a fight. 

Your correspomlent saw Major Ha'e, 
who said the secretary had magnified 
the matter, and that the card was in 
the nature of a 8ui)i ise, as he diil not 
know it was pending or coming, liut if 
the secretary had any deep grievance 
and iJiiist have war, he would be ac- 
commodated.

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KLINE'S A SSASSIN UNKNOWN. 

Mrs. KHae Tells What SIm Kbows About 

It — Maay Coi^CCturvii ni4«ed un Nelgli- 
boffhofkl Talk— The Authorities Hard >i 
Work mm the 99w Bllsht Olewe ta Their 
ruwiilsa ■Waeltlll AUve hat Vaewt- 
•clou*. 

India.nai'ous, June 24.— The excite- 
ment in Brightwbod over the murder- 
ous assault «xm William Kilns hss 
not abated. Tlie house is in ohargs of 
the Knights of Honor, of which order 
the dying man is a member. The 
women of the neighboring household.- 
are giving the heartViroken wif* STSry 
assistance in their i>ower. 

Several times efforts have been made 
to revive Kline sufflcit ntly to have him 
tell what ho knows of tlio crime, lest 
his condition would get so tb;it Ik 
would lose consciousness forever. IT' 
indicated that he knew w hat they wen 
talking about, but answered "no" w h' .. 
asked if he knew who attacked him 
He appeared to recognize his brother as 
well as his wife, also his brother-in-law 
and others who spoke to him during 
the time that he was aroused. He la \ 
on his right side as he probably la.\ 
when the murderer found liim. the evi- 
deni (> of this being that all the WOUnds 
are on the left side of the head. 

When Khne was first fmmd there 
was no blood on tho bed, indicatin.; 
that when he had received the first blow 
he must have jumped from the bed ir. 
a dazeil condition, and the assailant 
beat him to the fioor before he could re- 
sist or escape. With his enemy at tin 
foot of the bed. Klines left side would 
tlien still be turned to tho murderous 
blows. Kline had been accustomeil to 
lie vdth his head at the toot of the be<l. 
as it was nearest the window and i;ou- 
setiueiitlv the coolest place. 

Amid lieavy sobs and flowing tears. 
Mrs. Kline tells the story as ft)ll()ws: 

•My husband came from his work as 
usual yesterday, and we had breakfast. 
The paycar was liere and he woijld 
have to go down to draw his montii s 
wages. He went about x-M, saying be- 
fore he started, -I'm awful tired thi- 
morning; if I could get anybody to 
draw the money for me, I wouldn't go.' 
He came back in half an hour or so. 
told me he had paid his tobacco bill 
and gave me the rest of the money, St:{. 
Then he went to the bedroom. 1 went 
with him as far as the door and he 
kissed me and said: 'Good night, Lou: 
wake me up at 5 o'clock; I worked hard 
last night and want a good sleeu.' I 
then went about my ironing and was 
back and forth from the kitchen to the 
garden and shed. Soon after he had 
gone to bed my little girl called me and 
said the wringer man was at the door. 
I went and paid him my installment, 
and he said, •Well, this is the last dol- 
lar now. and your wringer is pai l 
for.' I told him I was glad of it. 
and he went away. This was at t la- 
back door. This ntan is the collector, 
and has been coming once a month. 1 
did not see whether he had a rig or not . 
but my little gfirl says be was walking. 
It was not Ions after this that I he.ir : 
my husband yawn, as be often d(ie>, m 
his sleep, or while he is going to sleep. 
I went ixit. and when I came into tii 
kitchen again I heard liiiii making thi^ 
noise again but it sounded mure like a 
groan. I walked to the bedroom door 
to see if he was asleep, but he was nn\ 
in the bed. Then 1 went into the room 
and saw him on the fioor between tlie 
bed and the wall, and a big hole in h 
head and blood coming out of it. ui. 
blood all over the floor. I tried to 
scream but I couldn't I wanted to go 
to him buCI couldn't move. I was par- 
alysed. Tnis seemed a long time, but 1 
guess it wasn't, and 1 finally got to him 
Isaid: "Oh, Will, who did this-t 1 
me who did it ?" but he only groaned. 
I tried to lift him to the bed. but my 
strength had failed me. I tried twri or 
three times, but had to let him back oi 
the floor. Then I ran out of ths housu 
screaming, and two men same and lifteil 
him to the bed. 

"While they went after the doctor.-) 
and the police I tried to get him to tell 
me something about it. I saw then 
that his head was all cut up. He said 
he knew there was a hole in his head 
and he a^ed me if he was badly hurt. 
Then he lost ooDSoionsness and would 
only say *no' when we asked him if he 
knew who hit him. 

"Oh. I don't know who it could be 
He hadnt an enemy in the world, ih 
is a vary quiet man and sober. lit 
does not drink, he minds bis own bu.-i 
ness and stays around home when he is 
not at work." 

"Whoever did iteame in the back 
door. I am positive I locked the back 
door, as I always do as soon as he goes to 
bed. The hatchet this morning, and 
for several days, has been in the pantry, 
but I saw Ik on ths shelf this morning 
and was afraid the children migh 
knock it down upon tUem, so I took it 
and laid it on tEe kitchen taUe until 
my husband would put It la bis tool 
chest." 

Later in the day when Mrs. Kline had 
recovered firom her exoitsment, she ad- 
mitted that her suspieiaB for ths deed 
fell npon a certain persmiwhom she 
would not name. 

"If I did charge him with it," she 
said, "I would not put it past him to 
kill me." Asked if he lived in the direc 
tion that ^e supposed tracks of the 
murderer led from t)M bouse, she 
answered "No," and said tbs man she 
had reference to lived nortbsast of her 
house and outside of Brishtwood. 

The robbery theory u not upheld 
much, by ths Het that KUns's gold 
watch was not taken, and tbs further 
faol Ibat tbs slothes did not show thev 



had i)een overbauieO, but were iu^ 
the place that their owner usually I 

them. 

The family relations are said by th*" 

neighbors to have been of a model kind 
and Kline is said by his fellow-w^rkerr' 
to be of a very inoffensive disposition 
He is paying for his home in a building 

and loan association. 

Marshal Gillespie is working upon 
the meager clews afforded him H' 
says that u Mrs. McKee. who livi-- 
along the road through the woods that 
the murderer is supposed to have taken, 
says that she saw a negro hurrying in 
the direction of the railroad about the 
time that the attack took place. She 
refused to tell any of the particulars, 
but promised to talk later. 

Marshal Gillesjiie wiiit to see Charlen 
Roesch, the man with whom tho Klines 
are said to ave bad trouble Koc^cil 
talked about the affair and said he wu.-i 
at Meadow's shoe store when be nrst 
heard of the assault. Although he and 
Kline had been cloee neighbors for three 
or four years, he said, he had not yet 
been down to the house to see him. He 
said, according to Gillespie's statement, 
that there were sometimes family jars 
at the Kline house, and that Mrs. Kline 
was a hot-tempered woman, and "got 
white in the face when she was mad." 

Detectives are in Brightwood and are 
being assisted by the marshal iu their 
search aft er the mtirderer.

A Blaa Kills His Child and Thea Throw* 
If Imteir Under a Train. 

Roc iiKPTER, June 24.— Bartholomew 
J. Dorun. a lightweight puKibst of 
note, who cane' to this city a we(d{ ai,'o. 
accompanied by his wife and a[year ami 
half old boy, suddenly disappeared 
with his wife and their child, whicli 
was apparently in good he;ilt,hthe nrevi 
ous day. was found dead a few boors 
laterin tin- room occupied by the conuh 
When Dor.ni and his v. ife came h^-r 
the^ i iigaijed a furnished room at the 
residence of Mrs. Catherine Houser, bl 
St. Joseph street. The child appeared 
to l>e in perfect health and was seen bv 
Mrs. Houser playing about the housn 
daily. At fi o'clock in the mornin ; 
Mrs. Doran came down stairs dresst il 
for the street, and after lingering nhon 
for a few iiiinutts was joined by le r 
husband and the two left the hon-" 
without saying anything as to whi n 
they would return or where they weri 
going. 

V/hen at 8 o'clock thoy had not re 
turned Mrs. Houser became alarmed 
about the child and instituted an in- 
vestigation. She found the door of th. 
room locked. After some difficulty she 
succeeded in opening the door and was 
horrified to find the dead body of the 
infant without a vestige of clothing 
upon it lying on top of a trunk. 

In the room there was every evideju t 
that the occupants bad indulged in ii 
night's carousal and made a hasty de- 
parture. Cards and beer bottles were 
strewn about the room, and the room 
was otherwise in an untidy condition. 

An autopsv on the child's body 
showed thai (teath did not result from 
natural causes. 

Doran's decapitated body was found 
in the afternoon by the tracks of tin 
Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg 
railroad, one mile east of Windsor 
Beach. Coroner Klein Deinst was no 
tified, and on his arrival at the plai'i 
was told by men who were watchin;: 
the body that a woman, who had ben 
with the dead man, had walked west 
on the track. 

The coroner who had come on a light 
engine from Charlotte followed up the 
track in the direction the woman had 
taken. He found a woman who told 
him that her name was Mary Doran 
and that the man fonnd dea4i on tin 
track was her husband. Ths coruiwr 
placed her nnder arrest and bronglit 
Iier to this city, where she is now in 
cell in tlie police station. She told the 
coroner and has since repeated to a re 
porter this story: 

'•My little boy was sick at night. H 
could not stand up and fell two or thre 
times, cutting his head. About 9 o'clock 
I got him quiet and I went to sleep, 
slept till early morning, when my nus- 
band woke me up and told me Phil was 
dead. I asked him how he came to die 
what killed him, and he said, '1 kille< 
him; I gave him morphine.' 

"He said wt must go away or - we 
would be arrested. Ws took a Lake 
avenue car and went to Charlotte 
Then we crossed the river and went t 
Windsor Beach. We spent the day 
walking on the shore. Bart ' said 
would be better if we were all three 
dead, and wanted to get a boat to tak 
me out on the lake to drown me. I>n 
he could not get a boat. A train cum 
alouK and he threw himself nnder i 
and It out bis head off. I did not kiio v 
what was the matter with Barter why 
he killed the boy." 

Mrs. Doran is about M old and no 
unpreposse s sing in appearance, sh 
seems decidedly cheerful and indifferen 
considering all the circumstances. The 
police seem disposed to accept her stor 
as true.

The Monetary StrlngcMjr Mae Medaecd 
th« VolMm* ef Trade— The Iai|Hr«ve* 

mmt i:x|>.-i't<-cl by tlie sehesM ef ths 
New York Clearinghouee. 

New Youk. June 24.— B. O. Dun ft 

Company's weekly review of the trade 
says: The imi>rovenent e.Tpected from 
the issue of clearinghouse certificates, 
thus utilizing credits instead of cash iu 
local dealings, has not yet been realized. 
The failure of banks at San Francisco 
had lead to a heavy demand from that 
quarter, tl,SOO,000 having been sent in 
a single day. 

Distrust of weaker banks was avoided 
by the application of the Bank of Com- 
merce for $1,000,000 certificate, and $2,- 
850,000 were issued Thursday, but tne 
pressure for rediscounts for interior 
banks is beyond the ability of New 
York to meet. 

The secretary of the treasury has 
given notice that he will anticijiate pay- 
ment of interest July 1 amounting to 
$7,R0O,00O, but only $1,800,000 is on 
bonds held by banks which will be im> 
mediately disbursed. 

The volume of trade is certainly re- 
duced by monetary stringency. Bank 
clearings, outside of New York, are de- 
clining materially in comparison with 
last year. In some departments of busi- 
ness orders for merchandise are de- 
ferred since there is no assurance of 
ability to carry the goods until they 
are s<nd, while in other departments or* 
ders are not received because the fu- 
ture is distrusted. The effect on the 
great industries has been less thus far 
tnan might have been feared, as mo«t 
of the works are employed on orders 
booked before the trouble be^'an. but 
many works are now reducing the 
number of hands and others must soon 
suspend operations unless the prospects 
become clearer. 

In the iron business no improvement 
is perceptiblo. and pig is as low as ever, 
and while finished products are still in 
fair demand prices are e.xireinely low. 

The wool manufacture! is moving 
with greater caution than usual and 
sales of wool at all points are very 
small for the season. 

Cotton goods are comparatively quiet, 
and while shipments of boots and shoes 
on past orders far exceed last year, new 
orders are not encouraging. 

Speculative markets nave been much 
depressed by monetary stringency, 
wheat having sold for several days at 
the lowest price ever known here, and 
at Chicago, though the wide margin 
between June and September otters 
strong temptation for use of money in 
carrying. The movement of grain 
from the farms is large for the season, 
and by no means indicates exhaustion 
of stocks, and the visible supply de- 
creases so slowly that purchases are lit- 
tle encouraged. The new harvest al- 
ready begins and prospects are decided- 
ly brightened by mocn needed rains in 
the northwest during the week. Lower 
prices have increased the export de- 
mand, though it is not large enough ot 
make much impression on the enor- 
mous stocks in sight. Corn has been 
weak with more cheering crop pros- 
pects and hog products, b«cau.^e of 
monetary stringency. Cotton sharply 
declined, but partially recovered with 
stronger foreign advices. 

Accounts from other cities nearly all 
show that monetary pressure affects 
trade materially, that collections are 
unusually slow and banks extremely 
cautions in lending, even where they 
are strongly fortified. 

At Boston no increased activity is 
seen in trade, and all buyers are cau- 
tious, though there is a general feeling 
that the worst is over. Boots and 
shoes are quiet, and orders not sufiicient 
to keep works fully emploved. Leather 
is steady and dry goods in steady 
movement to consumers, though print 
cloths are dull and woolen goods i^uiet. 

At Philadelphia increased activity is 
seen in dry goods, but other trades are 
dull and iron depressed. 

At Pittsburg the volume of business 
has somewhat decreased and the fact 
that two prominent iron concerns are 
involved is not encouraging. 

At Cleveland trade is fairly good, and 
collections better, except for manutao- 
tures, and the banks are well fortified, 
but money is close. 

At Cincinnati of sales boots and shoes 
for the year thus fur equals last year's, 
and the dry goods trade is fair, but 
-triiH-ency makes collections fair. 

At Detroit trade is dull, fall orders 
light, and manufacturers discharging 
some employes, with prospects that 
many must close if stringency con- 
tinues. But stringency is felt in the 
interior and on uurgs failure results. 
Rains bsvs a good sSsot on growing 
crops. 

Chicago reports no improvement in 
trade, tnongh July settlements will 
soon release Targe sums, and an easier 
market is expected. One Urn real es 
fate failure caused some discourage- 
ment and money is very sparingly 
loaned, though large loans have been 
mads for two months at heavy rates to 
aid in oarrjrins grain. Collections are 
very slow, while orders for goods are 
very large for the dull season. Specu- 
lation is muoh curtailed and prices for 
wheat the lowest ever known. Local 
securities bnvs shrank ssverely, and 

Srovisions are lowsr. Clearings show a 
ecreass of 80 per cent, real estate sales 
80 and securities 40, compared with last 
year, and reoeipts of nsarly all prodncu 
deoreaasd.
